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SOFT COAL INFOS. 



Strike in the West Virginia and 
Virginia District On. 



There Are 29,000 Miners in the Field, 
and It Was Expected That 18,0oO 
Will Be Out in the Course 
of a Few Days. 



Dingess, W. Va., June 7. — Seven 
hundred miners at the Pearl Mining 
Co.’s mines went out on strike here 
at noon Friday. 

Montgomery, W. Va., Jime 7. — One 
thousand United Mine Workers in the 
Kanawha field signify their intention 
of joining the strike. A few hundred 
quit work here Friday afternoon and 
practically all miners in the New riv- 
er district will also strike Saturday. 
The Cabin Creek miners, 800 in num- 
ber, stated Friday night that they will 
not Join in the strike. 

Elkhorn, W. Va., June 7. — The great 
coal strike in West Virginia is now 
on in the Flat Top, Elkhorn, Tug 
River and Dingess fields. Friday even- 
ing probobly 10,000 miners, all mem- 
bers of the United Mine Workers of 
Americsv came from the mines with 
picks on shoulders and declared their 
intention to remain out until the op- 
erators make them the concessions de- 
manded at the Huntington meeting a 
few weeks ago. From present indica- 
tions not more than a dozen colleries 
in the region along the N. & W. will 
be at work. The miners in this field 
are made up of Huns, Poles, Negroes 
and whites, but all belong alike to the 
United Mine Workers’ organization, 
and all seem determined to wage their 
fight to the bitter end. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 7. — President 
Mitchell said Friday that the strike of 
the engineers and pumpmen is practi- 
cally c-omplete. The mining superin- 
tendents say that as far as they are 
concerned there has been no change 
in the general situation. 

Hazleton, Pa., June 9. — At their 
meeting at Freeland Sunday afternoon 
the employes of the Delaware, Susque- 
hanna & Schuylkill railroad unani- 
mously refused to handle any trains 
carrying special officers, deputies or 
non-unionists. The following resolu- 
tion, addressed to Luther C. Smith, 
superintendent of the road, was adopt- 
ed: 

Resolved, That owing to the strike 
of the anthracite miners we, the em- 
ployes of the Delaware, Susquehanna 
& Schuylkill, will refuse to handle any 
trains carrying deputies, coal and iron 
police or non-unionists during the con- 
tinuance of the present trouble. 

It is understood the company will 
not ask the men to continue doing this 
work, but will depend on the Lehigh 
Valley railroad in the future to take 
these special trains from one colliery 
to the other. Some of the Lehigh Val- 
ley trainmen declined during the past 
two days to handle these trains and 
crews were recruited with some diffi- 
culty. 

The Lehigh Valley trainmen hejd a 
secret meeting here Sunday after- 
noon and decided that they will not 
handle any coal mined at the collieries 
or any soft coal sent over the Hazle- 
ton division to displace anthracite dur- 
ing the continuation of the miners’ 
Btiike. They will continue manning 
trains, carrying officers and deputies, 
^nd men recruited in the big cities u. 
they are not imported in such large 
numbers as to enable the companies 
to resume the mining of coal with non- 
union forces. 

Northfork, W. Va., June 9. — The coal 
operators here have given notice that 
all the strikers must vacate company 
houses Monday. Several hundred non- 
union men were at work here Satur- 
day. The strikers met Sunday, and it 
is believed violence will be resorted 
to if non-union men attempt to enter 
mines again Monday. The operators 
say they will protect all the non-union 
men who desire to work. 

I)a\T, W. Va., June 9. — There has 
been no serious trouble here yet, but 
the operators announced Sunday that 
Monday morning they will, operate 
their mines with non-union labor. The 
strikers say that no non-union men 
shall enter the mines. The operators 
are putting guards armed with \Vin- 
chesters about their property and se- 
rious results are expected. 

Clarksburg. W. Va., June 9. — The 
miners’ strike was unchanged Sunday. 
Several small secret meetings were 
held by the strikers, but nothing was 
given out. The operators say most of 
the men will be working Monday. 



No Oath For Kruger. 

Birmingham, Eng., June?. — The Post 
says that on account of former Presi- 
dent Kruger’s advanced age and in- 
firmities, the giovernment has waived 
the claim for his acknowledgment of 
British sovereignty. 



EXCURSION TRAIN WRECKED. 



One Killed, Nearly 50 Injured, Three 
Probably Fatally. 



Alpena, Mich., June 9. — An excur- 
sion train on the Detroit & Mackinaw 
railroad, which left here Sunday morn- 
ing for Saginaw, consisting of an en- 
gine and 12 coaches, carrying over 500 
people, was wrecked at Black river 
while running 40 miles an hour. One 
man was instantly killed, three were 
probably fatally Injured and nearly 50 
others received injuries of various de- 
grees of severity, ranging from bruises 
and cuts to broken limbs. 

The excursion was under the au- 
spices of the GermSh Aid society of Al- 
pena. When the train reached Black 
river the tender jumped the track. 
Engineer Hopper instantly set the air 
brakes and reversed his engine. The 
sudden stop threw the first three 
coaches of the train off the track and 
into the ditch. The first car was 
thrown half around and the next two 
coaches plowed through it and cut it 
in two. August Grosinskl, the only 
person killed, was seated in this coach 
with 40 other excursionists. His body 
was terribly crushed and death was 
instantaneous. 

The escape of the others in th« car 
was well night miraculous. Grosin- 
ski’s little son occupied the same seat 
with him but the lad was uninjured. 



WIND AND THUNDER STORM. 



Two People Killed and a Third Per- 
haps Fatally Injured. 



Columbus, Ga., June 9. — A heavy 
wind and thunder storm which passed 
over this city Sunday siftemoon caus- 
ed the death of two people, perhaps 
fatally injured a third and did consid- 
erable damage to property. 'The dead: 
J. J. Wildis, a carpenter; Louis Mc- 
Clain. The injured: M. C. Cochran. 

Willis was killed by lightning while 
standing near a large oak tree on up- 
per First avenue. He was conversing 
with Cochran, who was also struck at 
the ^ame time. Louis McClain was 
standing in his back yard in Phoenix 
City, just across the river from where 
Willis was killed. The lightning 
struck a clothes wire he was holding. 
Cochran’s condition is reported as seri- 
ous. Several dwellings in the resi- 
dence portion of the city were struck 
by lightning and unroofed by the 
storm. 



A HAZING BEE. 



An Affair That Began in Fun Came 
Near Ending Disastrously. 



Madison, Wis., Junq 9. — A hazing 
bee which started in a spirit of fun 
came near ending disastrously. After 
Harry F. Herrmann, of New London, 
had been ducked In the lake he went 
home and procured a revolver, in or- 
der. as he maintains, to defend him- 
self. Later he appeared on the street 
and was “rushed” by the crowd, and in 
the melee the revolver was discharged, 
the bullet lodging in the leg of Phil- 
lip C. Kopplin, of Laveii. This en- 
raged the students, who captured 
Herrmann and gave him a second 
ducking. Several other shots were 
fired, but failed to take effect. Kop- 
pling’s injuries are said to be slight. 



A FAMOUS CASE. 



Four White Men, Imprisoned For 
Lynching a Negro, Pardoned. 



Montgomery, Ala., June 9. — Gov, 
Jelks Sunday pardoned Geo. Howard, 
Martin Fuller and John Strength, three 
of the four white men convicted in El- 
more county of lynching the Negro 
Robin White, and sentenced to ten 
years in the penitentiary. 

The case is famous as the only in- 
stance in Alabama where a white man 
has been convicted of lynching a Ne- 
gro. 

The men had served oner year.

President Not to Interfere in Strike. 

Washington, June 7. — After a con- 
ference with the members of his cabi- 
net Friday, President Roosevelt dje- 
cided that there is no legal ground 
for interference by him in the set- 
tlement of the dispute between the 
coal operators and the striking miners. 



Newspaper Artist Dead. 

New York, June 7. — Robert F. Phil- 
lips, a newspaper artist, died at the 
Senby hospital, Brooklyn, from viru- 
lent scarlet fever, after an illness of 
three days. . His brother, Stephen 
l^hillips, is a famous English author 
^nd poet. 



Will Meet in Indianapolis Next Year. 

Portland, Ore., June 7. — The na- 
tional convention of Travelers’ Protec- 
tive association selected Indianapolis 
as their place of meeting in 1903, and 
elected Howard W. Peak, of Texas, 
precident by acclamation. 



Pine Bluff, Ark., June 9. — B. F, New- 
ton, a prominent merchant of Mont- 
rose, has been arrested and has con- 
fessed to the killing of a journeyman 
painter. Persons near Montrose dis- 
covered a newly-made grave in the 
woods and an investigation showed 
that the remains of the painter were 
burfed within. Officers took the case 
up and arrested Newton, who claims 
he killed the man in self-defense. 



Death of Prof. Bocher. 

Cambridge, Mass., June 9. — Ferdi- 
nand Bocher, A. M., professor of mod- 
ern language at Harvard university 
since 1870, i^i dead. He was born in 
New York city in 1832 of French par- 
entage, passed his childhooa in Nor- 
mandy, and as a young man taught 
French in St. Louis. 



Whitelaw Reid in London. 

I.ondon, June 9. — Whitelaw Reid, 
the special envoy of the United States 
to the coronation of King Edward, who 
arrived at Queenstown Saturday on 
the Cunard line steamer Umbria, is 
now comfortably settled in the capa- 
cious Brook house here. 



Reduction of Duties on Coffee. 

Mexico City, June 9. — The depart- 
ment of foreign relations has received 
notice from the Mexican consul gen- 
eral in Canada that the Canadian gov- 
ernment has conceded a consideraoie 
reduction on the duties imposed on 
coffee imported from this country.

A Farniino: School to Be Estab- 
lished in New York State. 



Original Committee of Promotion Is 
Abram S. Hewitt, R. Fulton Cut- 
ting, John G. Carlisle, Mrs. 

Seth Low and Others. 



New York. June 9. — Tht signing of 
contracts within a few days for the 
purchase of the School of Practical 
Agriculture of 415 acres of land near 
Poughkeepsie marks the beginning of 
a movement for the permanent estab- 



lishment near New York of what the 



promoters call one of the most unique 
educational institutions in the coun- 
try. Less than two years ago a num- 
ber of citizens prominent in political 
and social life, met at the residences 
of Abram S. Hewitt and R. Fulton 
Cutting and formed themselves into 
an organization, establishing, experi- 
mentally, a school where the practice 
as well as the theory of farming 
could be taught. Prof. George T. 
Powell, a recognized authority on 
scientific agriculture, under'took the 
organization of the school, and a num- 
ber of ladies and gentlemen agreed 
to finance the project in its experi- 
mental stages. The original commit- 
tee of promotion, of which Mr. Hew- 
itt was chairman, included R. Fulton 
Cutting, Jacob H. Schiff, John G. Car- 
lisle, Mrs. Seth Low, Mrs. Josephine 
Shaw, Lowell, Walter W. Law and 
William E. Dodge. The original 
school establishment was at Briar 
Cliff manor, provided by the gener- 
osity of Mr. Law, who also furnished 
a building to accommodate 35 stu- 
dents and the necssary staff. 

The success of the school was im- 
mediately, and the originators then 
concluded to extend the facilities. 
The board of trustees was then or- 
ganized with the following officers ; 

Theodore L. Van Horden, president; 
Abram S. Hewitt and Wm. E. Dodge, 
vice presidents; E. Fulton Cutting, 
treasurer, and Thacher L. P. Luquei*, 
secretary. 

In speaking of the school President 
Van Norden said Sunday: 

“Aside from my official connection 
with the school I have taken a deep 
interest in its progress. We have 
demonstrated, I think, beyond a doubt 
that there is need and opportunity 
for a practical farming school in this 
country on the plan carried out by 
our director, Mr. Powell. Our need 
now is money resources for the equip- 
ment of the foundation of the school 
at Poughkeepsie, ana when this equip- 
ment is completed we will need con- 
tributions to a fund for the endow- 
ment of the school.” 

Mr. Hewitt said: “If those who 

are friends of pracClcal education and 
of general social betterment could 
realize as we do the great needs llStd 
greater opportunities of this school. 
I believe that we would have little 
difficulty in obtaining that generous 
financial support that at this time 
seems necessary to insure the estab- 
lishment of this institution upon a 
basis commensurate with the extent 
and importance of the work it bSLs 
to do.” 

Mr. Wm. E. Dodge said: 

“Any American who has traveled in 
France and has witnesses the thrift 
and order of those smaller communi- 
ties where agriculture is profitably 
practiced must welcome the applica- 
tion to our soil of those methods 
which have made the successful farm- 
er abroad.”

GOV. WILLIAM TAFT. 



Has a Talk With the Pope on the Phil- 
ippine Question. 



Rome, June 6. — Gov. Wm. Taft, of 
the Philippines, had an audience with 
the pope Thursday. 

While talking with the pope. Gov. 
Taft reviewed, in a summary w’ay, the 
questions in the Philippines which re- 
quire settlement. He pointed out to 
his holiness that the readjustment of 
the relations of the church and state 
in the islands was not an indication 
of hostility of the United States to the 
Catholic church, but declared that such 
readjustment was merely a necessity 
under the American constitution. Gov, 
Taft referred to the prosperity and the 
freedom of the Roman Catholic church 
in the United States, and cited these 
conditions as an assurance that the 
Vatican had nothing to fear from the 
extension of the authority of the Unit- 
ed States over the Philippine islands. 

Replying to Judge Taft, the pontiff 
expressed the greatest pride in the Ro- 
man Catholic church in the United 
States and intense interest in the great 
republic. He said he earnestly desir- 
ed to help the American administra- 
tion of the Philippines in every possi- 
ble way and he assured Gov. Taft that 
the Vatican would approach all ques- 
tions raised in the broadest and most 
conciliatory spirit. The pope said also 
that matters of detail in connection 
with 'the questions to be decided would 
be referred to a committee of cardi- 
nals, whereby would be considered at 
length, and that all the issues would 
be treated with the sole aim of reach- 
ing a settlement satisfactory to all par- 
ties concerned. 

The pope appeared to be in excel- 
lent health during his interview with 
Gpv. Taft and was of vivacious hu- 
mor, He referred pleasantly to Arch- 
bishop Ireland in what he had to say 
concerning the Roman Catholis church 
in the United States. 



PISTOLS AND SHOTGUNS. 



Battle Between Thi*ee Citizens and 
About Thirty Italians. 



St. Paul, Minn., June 9. — A battle 
was fought with pistols and shotguns 
late Sunday between three citizens and 
about 30 Italians employed in a camp 
on the Chicago Great Western road 
at the end of the Concord street car 
line, resulting in the serious injury’of 
four men, one of whom will die. A. 
Roberge is shot in the abdomen and 
face and will die. N. Marcotte, of Min- 
neapolis, is shot in the hands and 
chest. His injuries are not serious. 
Fred Wayman is wounded in the abdo- 
men but is expected to recover. Jo- 
seph St. Dore, an Italian laborer, has 
several wounds on his face, and it is 
thought that he will lose his eyesight. 
The battle is said to have resulted 
from insults offered Mrs. Marcotte anu 
Mrs. Roberge, who were passing the 
camp of the laborers.

The Boers Are Generally Dressed in 
Dilapidated Clothing, But They 
Ail Have a Smart and Sol- 
dierly Bearing. 

London, June 9. — The war office has 
received the following message from 
Lord Kitchener under Sunday’s date: 

“The disarmament of the Boers is 
proceeding satisfactorily, and good 
spirit Is displayed everywhere. Yes- 
terday 4,342 rifles had been surrender- 
ed up to date.” 

Dispatches received from Pretoria 
confirm the statements made in Lord 
Kitchener’s communication to the war 
office, and say that the whole staff of 
the late Transvaal government, with 
a body gniard of 50 men, surrendered 
last Saturday. 

The following formalities are ob- 
served when Gen. Botha. Gen. DeWet 
or any. of the Boer commandants ac- 
company the British officer who has 
been detailed to receive surrenders: 

The Boer leader goes out to meet a 
commando and returns at its head. 
The Boers w'ho come in are generally 
dressed in dilapidated clothing but 
have a smart and soldierly uearing. 
Those who are to surrender are assem- 
bled and the Boer leader delivers an 
address to his men urging them to 
listen to the British officer who has 
been detailed on this work. The Brit- 
ish officer then makes a speech to the 
men of the commando, in which he in- 
forms them of the admiration of King 
Edward and the British nation for the 
gallant ‘struggle and the bravery of 
their people and promises that the 
British authorities will do their ut- 
most. to help them re-settle on their 
farms, 

A meal is then provided for the 
Boers, after which the formal surren- 
ders occur. In many such instances 
the Boers have cheered King Edward 
and they have sometimes expressed 
surprise that no army was sent out to 
receive their surrenders. The Boers 
are allowed to retain their horses and 
saddles. The majority of them appear 
to be glad that the w’ar is at an end 
and that they will now be able to join 
their families. 

Among the men who surrendered to 
the British authorities at Balmoral, 
Cape Colony, were four Americans, 
who will be granted free passage to 
Delagoa bay. 

A striking sign of the altered conui- 
tions in South Africa is that Lord Mil- 
UrltiBii tilKU oommlasloner. 
rode from Pretoria to Johannesburg 
last Saturday accompanied only by 
two staff officers. 

A few of the Boer women still in- 
veigh against surrender, but the gen- 
eral feeling among them is in favor of 
making the best of the situation. 

Throughout the dominions of the 
British empire and especially in all the 
principal towns of South Africa, 
thanksgiving services for the return 
of peace were held Sunday. Lord 
Kitchener attended a thanksgiving 
service at Pretoria at which 6.0J0 Brit- 
ish troops were present. 

Berlin, June 9. — The thanksgiving 
services for the conclusion of peace 
in South Africa, held in the English 
church here Sunday, was attended by 
the members of the British embassy, 
at Berlin, Andrew D. White, the Unit- 
ed States ambassador, and John B, 
Jackson, secretary of embassy. 

A NEW DISCOVERY. 

Utilization of Atmospheric Electricity 
Without Chemicals or Dynamos. 

London, jJune 9. — A dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Las Palmas, Canary 
islands, says that a prominent engi- 
neer of that town named Figueras 
claims to have discovered a method of- 
utilizing atmospheric electricity with- 
out chemicals or dynamos, and that he 
is able to make practical application 
of his method ■w’ithout employing any 
motive force. Senor Flgueras expects 
that his invention will bring about a 
tremendous industrial revolution. 



UNIQUE BULL FIGHT. 

A Mexican Wrestler Succeeded in 
Throwing a Wild Bull. 

Laredo, Tex., June 9. — A bull fight 
was given in the Plaza de Toros of 
Nuevo l.Aredo, Mexico, Sunday, the 
unique feature of which was the suc- 
cessful performance of Romulus,- the 
famous Mexican wr^tler, who suc- 
ceeded in throwing a wild bull from 
the San Luis Potosi ranch. Romulus 
grappled and threw him at the first 
attempt. One bull was killed, but no 
horses hurt in this fight. 

Degree For Ambassador Choate. 

London, June 9. — Oxfora university, 
at the forthcoming encenia, an an- 
nual commemmoration at Oxford, in 
honor of the founders, will confer the 
honorary degree of doctor of civil law 
on Joseph H. Choate, the United States 
ambassador. 

English Army Inefficient. 

London, June 9. — The report of the 
committee on military training and 
education says that the junior officers 
are deficient in military knowledge 
and lazy;.. that mediocrity is allowed 
to pass- rifttster, and as a result the En- 
lish army is lamentably inefficient.

Berlin, June 9. — The shah of Per- 
sia took more delight in hearing an 
American musical machine, of which 
there is one at the Persian legation, 
ban to listening to all the crack nuii- 
Ary bands.

S ITTING by the camp fire one even- 
ing the talk had turned upon the 
striking performances of some of the 
tenderfoot desperadoes who had out- 
shot and outshone some of the old- 
timers.

m^centlbilitr of Grain* and Starchy 
Food* of All Kind* Greatly In- 
cren*cd AVhen Prepared by 
a Dry Heat. 

An important discovery in eco- 
n«)inic botany, which, it is believed, 
will have a far-reaching application 
to human food, was first formally 
announced at one of the conferences 
of heads of departments which are 
held weekly in the Museum building 
of the New York Botanical garden. 
The discovery may be described as 
a dry process of cooking cereal 
grains and starchy products. The 
: food is cooked in a saturated atmos- 
phere. 

The author of the discovery is Dr. 
Alexander P. Anderson, now curator 
of the herbarium at Columbia uni- 
versity. In a paper in which he 
gave an account of his discovery Dr. 
Anderson said: 

“All the cereals and nearly all the 
important foods derived from plants 
contain large quantities of starch. 
The chief value„of the cereals lies 
In the starch which they contain. 

“To pre|)are starches for human 
food it is essential that the granules 
should be broken up in order to be 
more easily acted upon by the dif- 
ferent dige.stive enzymes. The sali- 
vary enzymes are especially active 
in converting 'starch into sugar, but 
raw starch, in which the granules 
are intact, is slowly acted upon. 

“On the other hand, when the 
starch granules are previously 
broken up by heating in water, the 
enzymatic action is almost instanta- 
neous, and the starch is converted 
into sugar, in which form it is solu- 
ble and easily assimilated. 

* it is a well-known fact that 
starches do not swell to any extent 
when heated dry or in contact with 
a relatively small amount of water, 
as in the ordinary bread baking 
process. 

“In the coxirse of my ex]U'riments 
J have discovered a method by means 
of which starch granules <if all kinds 
can be expanded and broken up 
without the use of water from the 
o\itside, which is cusf.omary in the 
conversion of starches into pastes 
in the ordinary cooking processes 
with water. 

“Instead of adding water, I am 
able to effect the complete swelling 
of the starch granule by means of 
dry heat. This 1 do by subjecting 
the starch granule, grain or starchy 
mass to a rapid heat in a .saturated 
atmosphere. 

"At the end of the process I find 
the starch granules broken up into 
an innumerable number of particles 
«r fragments. The resulting prod- 
ucts after the expansion are drier 
.than before. 

"I find that 1 can in this way swell 
or expand any starchy product, and 
especially the cereal grains. When 
the grains are swelled the resulting 
products are from four to sixteen 
times greater in volume than the 
original kernel. The expanded ker- 
nels are only enlarged, otherwise ex- 
act copies of the original. 

"The only difference, belween 
starch paste or starchy food prod- 
ucts prepared by the ordinarv luoth- 
ofl of boiling or cooking witli water 
and the dry method of expanding 
them is that the resulting jiroducts 
expanded when dry can be kept in- 
definitely in their dry condition, 
- w.hile the products prepared with 
water easily spoil and ferment.”
